WORLD’S LARGEST MERCHANT 


Claim Mads by H. B. Claflln In th# 
Seventies Was Substantiated After 
Inquiry by Rivals. 


Th# incorporation of “Clafllns, Incor­ 
porated,” recalls an incident connected 
with the founder of the businesa, 
which has borne the nnrae of “Clafttn” 
for upward of half a century, says the 
Wall Street Journal. In the early sev­ 
enties, when the Import duty on cotton 
prints was considered 
excessive, 
a 
number of importers framed a petition 
to congress, drawing attention to the 
fact that the high tariff was practical­ 
ly a duty upon domestic produce. Inas­ 
much as the cotton grown In tfils coun­ 
try was merely aent to Manchester to 
be spun, woven and printed, and that 
they were actually being taxed upon 
American cotton upon Its return after 
manufacture. 
When the petition In question was 
presented to H. B. Claflln for signa­ 
ture. it had already beer*subscribed by 
A. T. Stewart, E. S. Jnffrey, Dunham, 
Buckley A Co., Arnold, Constable A 
Co., and others, which hurt the pride 
of Mr. Claflln. He could not well re­ 
fuse to sign the document, os he was 
the largest importer of print*, and, 
therefore, the person most affected. 
He showed his chagrin at not having 
the petition presented to. him for first 
signature by writing after his name, 
“The Largest Merchant in the World.” 
This asseveration was questioned by 
A. T. Stewart and several of the oth­ 
ers, who took pains to test It After 
careful and worldwide Investigation It 
was found that H. B. Claflln was then 
the largest merchant in the world.” 


She Has Skill With a Skillet 
Where we are living at present we 
im /e no gas range, only a two-burner 
plate, and the coal range Is so large 
that It requires a great deal of fuel 
to heat the oven sufficiently to boko 
even a few muffins or biscuits, so that 
I have tried to find a satisfactory sub­ 
stitute that could be cooked In a skil­ 
let. 
By using the skillet dry and 
sprinkling lit lightly with flour, I bake 
very enjoyable biscuit, cake or scone. 
For these I use simply a biscuit bat­ 
ter, mode a trifle stiffer, patted or 
rolled to about a quarter-inch thick­ 
ness. 
One must he sure to have the 
fire or gas low enough not to burn the 
outside <xf the scone before the Inside 
has time to cook sufficiently. 
If gas

country, will be one of the principal 
war services of the American Insti­ 
tute of Mining Engineers, according 
to plans discussed at the second day's 
sessions of the Institute, which is in 
convention here. 
Sulphuric acid, be­ 
sides being a prime requisite in the 
making of m unitions, is important as 
a 
fertiliaeY Ingredient 
and |o the 
chemical industry. 
Government authorities 
at 
W ash­ 
ington heve informed the 
Institute 
that 6 .210,000 tons of sulphuric acid 
were produced in this country last 
year, and in order to prosecute the 
war without handicap in this country 
it is necessary to increase this pro­ 
duction to 8 ,000,000 tons during 1#17. 
The principal pyrites mines are now 
located in Virginia, California and New 
York, but on account 9 ! transporta­ 
tion difficulties the California deposit 
i* alm ost unavailable.
